Miss Deardorff was employed in a n ­ 
other section where she w as engaged 
as a tube* inspector, a duty which in­ 
volves examination of the shell when 
it is near completion 
Mr. Coleman’s position is in tu rn ­ 
ing shi lls and this building 
also 
is 
separate from the one 
in which the 
catastrophe occurred. 
Not for a long time has there been 
so much interest in G ettysburg over 
a disaster as over the one 
at 
Eddy­ 
stone. The fact that tw enty or more 
local men and boys have 
been 
em ­ 
ployed 
there at on* time or another 
during the past few month* gave it 
much of special interest here. 
P rac­ 
tically all of them have now returned 
home, though they would 
not 
have 
been injured if 
they 
hail 
remained 
th ere— their position* being generally 
with the Remington A rm s plant, an 
entirely separate concern.

Scores of employees, even up to an 
official of the plant, tell of word hav­ 
ing passed last wack “ Don’t corno to 
work Saturday or
